REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 7, 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests as cited in claims 7, 8: coating an underlayer coating forming 
composition on a semiconductor substrate, wherein the underlayer coating forming 
composition comprises metal nitride particles having an average particle diameter of 1 to 1000 
nm. and an organic solvent; and baking the coating semiconductor substrate under a condition 
of a baking temperature of 80 to 350 C and a baking time of 0.5 to 1 0 minutes.
